Miss Lilienthal met Lascelles while

two years had passed he was arrested, 
charged with having induced a friend 
to cash a worthless draft for $1250 on 
the Westminster Bank of London.

Senator Morgan’s Talk on the 
Cuban Arrests, 


Americans Go to Jail While 
Grover Dozes. 


Two Secret Chapters in the Senate’s 
Proceedings Yesterday—The House 
and the Election Case —-Mr. 
Kem Outgeneraled. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, June 56.—Senator 
Morgan gave the Senate a spirited re- 
vival of the Cuban question today, af- 
ter most of the day was spent in wait- 
ing for conference reports on apropria- 
tion bills. Senator Morgan urged the 
adoption of his resolution calling on the 
President for information concerning 
the Americans taken from the Compet- 
itor, and now under sentence of death 
in Havana. 

The Senator said the President’s ac- 
tion was a violation of law. He de- 
clared Cougress should not adjourn 
without requesting the President to 
send warships to Cuba to demand the 
release of the American prisoners. On 
the suggestion of Senator Sherman, 
chairman of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations, the Senate went into secret 
session, and after argument by Sena- 
tor Morgan, his resolution was placed 
on the calendar, a parliamentary move- 
ment egutvalent to postponing action. 

After a brief period of filibustering, 
the Immigration Bill was made the un- 
finished business of the Senate, al- 
though the debate on it was not be- 
gun. The question of electing Senators 
by the people was discussed by Sena- 
tors Mitchell, Perkins, Chandler, Palmer 
and Hawley. 

The House today unseated two more 
Democrats, Mr. Lockhart from the Sev- 
enth North Carolina District, and Mr. 
Downing from the Sixteenth [illinois 
District, and seated in the place of the 
former Mr. Martin, a Populist, who had 
deen indorsed by the Republicans, and 
in place of the latter, Mr. Rinaker, a 
Republican. Mr. Downing was the only 
Democrat from Illinois.

Senator Morgan asked for action on 
his resolution requesting the President 
to furnish information as to the cap- 
ture of the schooner Competitor by a 
Spanish warship, and the condemna- 
tion to death of United States citizens, 
and whether any demand had 
made for the release of the citizens. 
The Senator said that while the case 
was one of great gravity, involving 
unwarranted condemnation to death of 
American citizens. yet no information 
except through the press reports end 
rumors had been received. The execu- 
tive branch had not given the slightest 
information on the subject. 

Senator Morgan read the statutes re- 
quiring the President to make a de- 
mand for the release of American citi- 
zens. He argued that the duty of the 
President. under the constitution, was 
to keep Congress advised on the state 
of the Union, and in particular on for- 
eign affairs. Of late the courteous 
custom had arisen to adopt resolutions 
making requests on the President for 
information, but this did not relieve 
the President from the duty of giving 
full information, and it was only of 
late, Senator Morgan said, that this 
failure of the exectuive to Flve infor- 
mation to Congress had grown. 

Some question was raised by Senator 
Sherman as.to the propriety of Sena- 
tor Morgan making public use of the 
testimony of Lawrence before the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations. The Ala- 

Senator sharply rejoined that 
there should be no such concealment 
of facts from the country. Senator 
Morgan said the testimony of Law- 
rence, who was present at the Competi- 
tor trials at Havan showed the 
— character of the pro- 


ngs. 

“Rnd yet,” declared the Senator, 
“the President has paid no more atten- 
tien to the subject than if it had been 
the slaughter of some poor negro or 
mulatto in the Cuban army.“ 

Senator Morgan said he did not vant 
to commit to the President the sole 
authority to demand or withhold the 
demand for the release of American cit- 
izens, and to recognize or withhold rec- 
ognition of belligerency. 

Senator Mills reminded Senator Mor- 
gan that Lawrence’s testimony had 
shown Americans an trial at Havana 
had not understood any of the proceed- 
ings, Which were conducted in the 
Spanish language. 

“Yes,” Senator Morgan continued, 
that testimony of Mr. Lawrence shows 
that the entire trial was in Spanish 
language. When an American prisoner 
was told to stand up, he said: ‘I do not 
understand what you have been say- 
ing. How am 1 to answer you? A 
brief explanation was made. Then the 
sentence was pronounced on that 
American citizen.” 

The Senator said occasional groans 


and shrieks were heard from the 
stricken country, telling of.the terrible 
butchery going on there. He had re- 
ceived letters from Cuba, some with 
the seals broken, detailing the condi- 
tions prevalent there. Before the Sen- 
ate adjourns it should know from the 
President what the situation there is, 
and whether American citizens are to 
meet death without a demand on their 
behalf. 

Senator Morgan said he had 
respect for the office of President. It 
was an American characteristic to be 
proud of the government. But this 
was a government of the law, not a pro- 
visional will. The President is enjoined 
to execute the law. The Senate had 
requested information from the Pres- 
dent and he had replied that it was 
incompatible with public interest, al- 
though section 2001 of the statutes 
provided when a demand was made for 
the release of an American “all facts 
relative thereto, as soon as practicable, 
shall be communicated by the Fresl- 
dent to Congress.“ 

The Senator declared that every day 

of the confinement of American pris- 
oners at Havana was a day of dis- 
honor. He did not know what would 
come of the delay and inaction. Pos- 
sibly in the end the Americans would 
be so humbled as to sue Spain for par- 
don. But Congress, which was the sole 
war-power, should not leave without 
authorizing that power to be used if 
necessary. 
“In the event that these American 
prisoners are not released and deliv- 
ered to the President,” concluded Sen- 
ator Morgan, “we should authorize him 
to send ships of war to Cuba and 
make war sufficient to secure their re- 
lease.”’ 

As Senator Morgan closed, Senator 
Sherman stated that the proceedings 
were of such a character as to come 
within Senate rule 35, requiring secrecy, 
Thereupon the presiding officer, Sen- 
ator Platt, directed the galleries to be 
cleared and the doors closed.

Ships and Trade.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 6.—S. Asano, 
one of the chiefs in the Naval Depart- 
ment of the government of Japan, will 
arrive in San Francisco on the next 
steamer from the Orient with contracts 
in his possession for the building of 
two warships for the country he rep- 
resents. One of these, it is understood, 
will go to the Union Iron Work in this 
city, and the other to the Cramps Com- 
pany in Philadelphia . 

Capt. M. Bougoiny, charge d'affaires 
of the Japanese army,

M. Scott and arrange for the building 
of the ship which has been awarded to 
his company. After closing up his 
business here he will go to Philadelphia 
to consult with the Cramps. 
goiny is not inclined to talk on the 
matter, as he says it is a government 
secret which he cannot divulge. 

Another important matter connected 
with the coming visit of S. Asano to 
the Pacific Coast is the opening of a 
new steamship line between Tokio and 
the Pacific Coast. In heralding the ad- 
vance of this new line, S. Asano will say 
that it will handle freight cheaper than 
either of the lines running from San 
Francisco and Puget Sound, and that 
the landing place on this coast will be 
at Portland, Or. 

The Japanese Legislature 
appropriated $5,000,000 to float the com- 
pany, and selected Portland as being 
the most central point. Freight will be 
carried at 18 yen, or $9 per ton, and 
the passenger rates will be at greatly- 
reduced prices. 

S. Asano is an English scholar, an 
aman who wields great influence in 
the Japanese government. It is under- 
stood he had a great deal to do with 
the awarding of the contracts for the 
new battleships to American builders, 
as English builders made a hard fight 
to get the work.

For Good Roads. 


LOS ANGELES, June 5, 1896.—(To the 
Editor of The Times:) During the past 
year I have read in The Times and 
other of our city journals occasional ar- 
ticles on the subject of good roads and 
their importance as a factor for the 
rapid development of the country. In 
some of these articles Santa Clara 
county has been referred to as the model 
county for good roads, and the question 
has been asked, “Why cannot we have 
as good roads in Los Angeles county?” 

The writer recently visited Santa 
Clara county, and, being interested in 
roads, would like to make some compar- 
isons and give some reasons why, in his 
opinion, Santa Clara county has a bet- 
ter system of roads. 

First—Los Angeles county is nearly 
three times as large as Santa Clara 
county. 

Second—Los Angeles county has, in 
proportion to its size, more rough and 
mountainous land that makes road- 
building expensive. 

Third—It has much more gravel wash 
and sandy roads, which are perhaps the 
hardest difficulties to overcome in good 
road-making. 

Fourth—It has as many, and perhaps 
more. adobe roads without gravel as 
accessible with which to cover them in 
the Fourth Supervisoral District, gravel 
having to be shipped in by ratiroad at 
neavy expense. 

Fifth—It has a larger proportion of 
bridges and culverts to build, which are 
a heavy tax on our road funds. 

Sixth—it has, I think, a larger mileage 
of roads in proportion to its size to keep 
in repuir. 

Seveuth—It is at the disadvantage of 
having a much less proportion of its 
country prorerty highly improved, thus 
giving a less prcportion of money to its 
road fund. 

When scme of what is now the best- 
iraprovec portion «f Los Angeles county 
was a barren waste, Santa Clara county 
had a pretty good system of roads. And 
yet, with all these advantages in their 
favor, they raised and expended, to 
maintain their road system, $28,500 more 
money in the year 1895 than Los Ange- 
les county expended on roads and 
bridges. I do not wish in any degree to 
disparage the road system of Santa 
Clara county. It is better than ours as 
a whole, and is undoubtedly the best in 
the State. 

To get as good a road system here, 
our people must be willing to pay higher 
assessment of taxation for road pur- 
poses, which is now but little if any 
more than one-half of that paid in Santa 
Clara county. The Supervisors of Santa 
Clara county are intelligent, practical 
men who seem to be conducting the 
business of the county wisely, and the 

ple have shown their wisdom by 
— some of them in office I think 
for four terms, and they are candidates 
for re@lection again next fall. 
Notwithstanding Los Angeles county 
has a great many miles of poor roads, I 
think I am safe in saying we have as 
many miles of good roads as Santa Clara 
county. Our new roads, covered mostly 
with foothill gravel, that we have been 
making in the past two years, of which 
we now have about one hundred miles— 
having made about thirty miles of it 
during the past winter—are, I think, 
better than any roads I saw in Santa 
Clara county. The new road through 
Santa Susana Pass, two miles in length, 
near the line of Los Angeles and Ventura 
counties, costing $6000, and the one and 
one-fourth miles of road now being 
made in Cahuenga Pass at an expense 
of $2700, are, I think, the equal of any 
mountain roads in the State. . After 
hearing reports at the Supervisors’ 
convention of the road work being done 
in the different counties of the State, 
I am of the opinion that, considering the 
obstacles we have to contend with and 
the amount of money we raise for road 
purposes, there is no county where it is 
more judiciously and economically ex- 
pended, or a larger proportion of good 
results attained, than in Los Angeles 
county. The superiority of the roads in 
Santa Clara county is due largely to 
their well-developed water system for 
sprinkling roads, which they have been 
improving for years, while we are just 
beginning ours, but we will sprinkle | 
this summer about fifty miles of our 
main roads. To give us as good a 
sprinkling plant in proportion, would 
cost at least $100,000 and operating ex- 
penses annually of probably 000 
more, but cost what it may, it would be 
the best investment for road purposes 
this county could make. I believe I am 
safe in saying that there is absolutely, 
at the present time, no known way of 
keeving in good order even.our Dest 
roads during the rainless months ex- 
cept by sprinkling. It must come! It 
will come! Angeles county must 
take the lead in good s as she is 
bound to do in all material enterprises. 
With some additional proper legislation 
on the subject of by our next As- 
sembly, it may come sooner than we 
now expect.

Meade and H ancock | 
in Bronze. 


Unveiling of the Two Statues 
Amid Cannon Salutes. 


View the Ceremonies. 


Pennsylvania’s Offerings and a De- 
scription of Them—Many Dis- 
tinguished Men and Old War- 
riors Are Present. 


ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

GETTYSBURG (Pa.,) June 5.—An im- 
mense crowd of veterans and others 
gathered at the battlefield here today 
to witness the unveiling of the splendid 
equestrian statues erected by the State 
of Pennsylvania in honor of the mem- 
ory of Gens. George S. Meade and Win- 
field Hancock. 

The Meade memorial was unveiled at 
10:30 o’clock by Master George Gordon 
Meade, grandson of the dead hero. 
As the drapery fell from the beautiful 
statue a salute was fired by Battery C 
of the United States army from Wash- 
ington. The dedicatory services were 
conducted by George C. Meade Post, 
G.A.R. Gen. Gobin of Lebanon, on be- 
half of the commission which super- 
vised the erection of the statue, for- 
mally transferred the memorial to Gov. 
Hastings, who received it in behalf of 


McMurtrie Gregg of Reading, the fa- 
mous commander of the Second Cavalry 
Division in the battle of Gettysburg, 
concluded the Meade ceremonies. 

At 2 o’clock the Hancock statue was 
unvetled. Gen. Gobin transferred the 
statue to the State. Gov. Hastings re- 
celved it. The oration was delivered by 
Gen. Henry H. Bingham, Congressman 
from Philadelphia. 

Among the distinguished men pres- 
ent were Maj:-Gen. Nelson A. Miles, 
Brig.-Gen. John R. Brooke, U.S. A., 
Col. G. A. Meade, the son of Gen. 
Lieut.-Col. William Brooke 
Rawle and Maj. Edward Carpenter of 
Philadelphia and Col. Finley Anderson 
of New York, who was on Gen. Han- 
cock’s staff. Daniel E. Sickles was un- 
able to come. The statues unveiled to- 
day are very handsome. They were 
erected at the expense of the State and 
cost over $100, The work was be- 

n about ¢wo years ago under the 

irection of a commission of which 
Gen. J. P. Taylor was president. 

The Hancock statue stands on a hill 
nearly opposite the national cemetery 
gateway. The statue is ten feet high 
and stands on a pedestal of blocks of 
granite, the. whole 17x10 feet, and 12 
feet high. The horse and rider face 
the southwest, and Gen. Hancock ap- 
pears to be directing the movement of 
troops in that line. 

The statue to Gen. Meade stands on 
an elevation west of his headquarters 
and near the “Bloody Angle.“ It is al- 
most 15x8 and 10 feet High. Both stat- 
ues are of the best quality of bronze 
and are of heroic size. 


JUMPED INTO THE LAKE. 


Jacob Baer’s Body Found Floating 
in the Water. 

Jacob Baer, an old resident of this 
city, committed suicide by jumping into 
the water at Westlake Park some time 
since Monday night. His body was 
found floating in the lake near the west 
side of the boathouse by W. F. Parkin- 
son, one of the boatmen, at 9 o’clock 
yesterday morning. The Coroner was 
immediately notified and on his arrival 
at the park he got into a hoat, rowed to 
the spot where the body was floa 
and, tying a rope around it, towed it to 
the west shore. 

When the body was drawn up on the 
land it was found to be in an advanced 
stage of decomposition. Baer had evi- 
dently intended to make certain his 
work, and make his grave at the bottom 
of the lake, for he had tied four shoe 
strings around his neck and fastened a 
rock to them. Fastened under his coat, 
which was buttoned closely around him, 
was a fish hook, attached to whith was 
a piece of twine with a stone on the end. 

n one of the dead man’s pockets was 
found a bank book showing that he had 
exheusted his funds. The body was re- 
moved to Kregelo & Bresee's, where an 
inquest was held which resulted in a 
verdict to the effect that Baer ha 
drowned himself. The funeral was held 
from Booth & Boylson’s undertaking 
parlors at 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 

Baer had been livi at Mrs. John 
Phillipi’s house, No. Buena Vista 
street, for some time. When Mrs. Phil-. 
lipi's husband was alive, Baer worked 
for him as bartender. 

Last Monday night Baer was in ap- 
parently the best of health and spirits, 
and retired early. Next morning he 
failed to come to breakfast and Mrs. 
Phillipi found that he had left his room. 
She searched for him all day at his 
usual haunts, but did not find him. In 
the evening she notified the police and 
they looked for him, in vain. Wednes- 

ay and Thursday Mrs. Phillipi again 
notified the police, but the finding of the 
body ended the search. Baer was in 
straitened circumstances and Mrs. 
Phillipi, who had provided for him, 
also defrayed the funeral expenses.

MANUFACTURERS GET VALUABLE 
PRIVILEGES FOR NOTHING, 


Why Westiake Park is Drying—Refs | 


Wrought by Sewer Beilders. 
Running an lee Factory on 
Woolen Mill Franchise. 


There has been much talk of late 
of the meager supply of water afforded 
to Westlake Park, a supply so inad- 
equate, it has been said, that the flow- 
ers are wilting, and the trees stopping 


their growth. An interesting explana- 


tion of this state of affairs has been 
offered. The water which goes to West- 
lake is taken from the river on the 
Pomeroy-Hooker lands, flows through 
an open ditch into the reservoir at 
Echo Park, and thence is carried by a 
Pipe along Lake Shore avenue, down 
Second street, and south on Fremont. 
There it divides. One branch goes to 
Westlake Park, the other passes 
through the factory of the Home 100 
Company, furnishes power there, and 
then flowe out into the southeastern 
past of the city, along Figueroa street 

he Home Ice Company gets the use 
of this water free of charge, and saves 
the expense of buying oil for fuel. It 
has been charged that when the sup- 
ply of water runs low, and there fs not 
enough to supply both pipes, someone 
sees that the pipe which suns through 
the ice factory never runs dry. 

A. C. Shafer, the Water Overseer, 
gives an entirely different explana- 
tion of the trouble. He says there is 
an ample water supply, and that when 
the eight-inch pipe which goes to West 
lake is in repair, it is always full of 
water. This pipe is used exclusively 
to supply the Bellevue Terrace, * 
places of ex-Mayor Toberman, Maj. 
Jones, Messrs. Childs and Stewart, 
Central Park and Westlake Park, so 
there is always an ample supply avail- 
able for the needs of the park. But 
the eight-inch pipe now in use is in 
such miserable condition that it is con- 
tinually springing a leak, which nec- 
essitates the shutting off of the water 
for several days. sie 

Mr. Shafer says the pipe was laid 
only a few years ago, and ought still 
to be in good condition. But last win- 
ter a contract was let for a sewer on 
Orange street. The sewer contractors 
who did the work, Messrs. Ramish & 
Marsh, declare that when they took 
the contract they did not know there 
was a big water pipe along that street. 
When they went to digging, they un- 
covered it, and found the sewer pipe 
had to be placed directly beneath it. 
They went ahead with their work, with 
disastrous results to the water pipe. 
Every now and then a laborer stuck 
his pick through the thin iron shell 
and a stream of water gushed out. 
These holes were patched up in in- 
different fashion, and the work went on. 

As the work progressed. and the la- 
borers excavated beneath the water 
pipe, they propped it up on wooden 
forks. The weight of the water in 
the pipes was of course great, and the 
effect of thus propping up the pipes 
was to bend and dent them, weakening 
the joints and rendering the pipes very 
liable to leak. When the sewer was 
all laid, and the dirt put back in place, 
down underneath the ground was a 
ruined water pipe. Ever since that 
day it has burst a leak at frequent in- 
tervals. Then the water is turned off, 
one day is spent in digging down to 
the leak, another in deciding what to 
do, several more in getting cement 
ready, or having a new joint made, and 
when the leak is at last repaired. West- 
lake Park’ has been without water for 
many days. 

In relation to the use of the water 
of this Fremont street pipe line by the 
Home Ice Company, some interesting 
facts are suggested. A number of manu- 
facturing enterprises throughout the 
city avail themselves of the city’s zanja 
water for one purpose or another, pay- 
ing little or nothing for it. The Los 
Angeles Railway Company uses it to 
condense the steam from its boilers, 
and pays $12.50 a month therefor. The 
electric-light people pay $100 a year 
for the use of a zanja. The rolling mill 
pays $10 a month, and the gas com- 
pany $15 a month. If these enterprises 
got the needed water from anybody 
but the city, they would have to pay 
at the very least ten times as much. 
The Capitol Milling Company gets its 
water for nothing, as does the Home 
Ice Company. 

The question is asked, “Why should 
the city give away these valuable priv- 
ileges for nothing, or next to nothing?” 

Of course the water used in this. way 
is returned to the irrigating ditches 
unlessened in quantity and used only 
for water-power or for cooling pur- 
poses, 

Mr. Shafer says the Home Ice Com- 
pany claims a vested right in the 
water that flows through its factory. 
In 1872, in the days when Christobal 
Aguilar was Mayor of Los Angeles, 
O. Barnard & Bro. set on foot a plan 
to build a woolen mill. The Council 
was anxious to assist such an industry, 
for a woolen mill, even though a small 
one, employs a large number of operu- 
tives. So the Council, on August 24, 
1872, passed an ordinance giving the 
firm the privilege of using the water 
of the zanja for operating the ma- 
chinery of a woolen mill, on condition 
that a woolen manufactury costing not 
less than $12,000 be erected before Janu- 
ary 1, 1873, and that all the water be 
returned free from adulteration by 
chemical mixture and unharmed for t- 
rigating purposes. 

On this franchise to use the water of 
a city zanja for running the machinery 
of a woolen mill, the Messrs. Coulter, 
the present owners of the place, are 
carrying on an ice-manvufacturing 
business, paying the city not a penny 
for a water power worth to them some 
$200 a month. 

The Zanja Committee of the Council 
is now considering this matter. 


Getting Ready te Ratify. 

An informal meeting of the represent- 
atives of the Young Men’s League, the 
McKinley Club, the Army and Navy Re- 
publican League was held last evening in 
Judge Morrison's courtroom.

At the meet- 
ing called for next Wednesday speakers 
for the evening and marshals for the 
parade will be selected.

AN OBSCURED PLANET. 


Less than four years ago, Grover 
Cleveland was the strongest man in 
‘America before the people as judged 
by the crucial test of the ballot-box. 
Today he is a shattered idol, a de- 
throned autocrat and a disarmed war- 
rior. Not even Belisarias, begging his 
bread through the streets of Rome, af- 
fords a more striking spectacle of the 
fickleness of mankind. Then a King, 
in all but name, now cast aside “with 
none so poor as to do him reverence.” 

For the bad odor into which he has 
fallen with the people at large, he has 
no one to blame but himself. A great 
soldier and statesman, such as Wash- 
ington or Jefferson, could afford to 
hold himself above the party that 
had elected him. Not so with Mr. 
Cleveland whose use of such ex- 
pressions as “offensive partisans” and 
“professional politicians’ is singularly 
unbecoming when his own history is 
to be considered. Born the son of a 
country clergyman, he was bred to the 
law in a city whose bar was of such 
caliber that he could not make a 
living at his profession. He emigrated 
to Buffalo, where his failure at the 
bar was so emphatic that his friends 
took him up and ran him for sheriff 
and elected him. From that he be- 
came Mayor of Buffalo, Governor of 
New York, and finally chief magistrate 
of the republic; and this is the man 
who prates about “offensive partisans,” 
“professional politicians” and “chronig 
Office-seekers,” regardless of the old 
proverb about people who live in glass 
houses. , 

At the last session of Congress he 
never once visited the Capitol. ere 
ig a room in that building, in which 
he is supposed to go two or three 
times a week, to confer with the chair- 
men of committees as to pending 
legislation. Last session that room 
Was swept every day, but never occu- 
pied. The consequence was that he 
failed to sign over seventy bills that 
had passed both houses of Congress, 
many of which involved matters of 
urgent necessity. 

Mr. Cleveland is not the first Presi- 
dent that has undertaken to snub Con- 
gress and got “turned down” for his 
pains. The fate of Andrew Johnson, 
who “went up like a rocket and came 
Gown like the stick,” seems to have 
had no terrors for him. He has gone 
on, in his autocratic way, until a 
Climax was reached and then came the 
turn of the tide. He vetoed the River 
and Harbor Bill which was a public 
mecessity, and gave economy as his 
Feason, but no spirit of any such 
economy actuated him in the. bond 
G@eal with Pierpont Morgan and the 
younger Belmont. The consequence 
was that Congress has lit upon him 
with all four shoes on one foot.” 
The vote on the passage of the River 
and Harbor Bill, over his veto, in each 
house was such as to show him that 
the directly elected representatives of 
the people had seen through his spe- 
Nous plea of economy and voted ac- 
cordingly. 

And as if Congress had not suffi- 
wiently accentuated its contempt for 
the man from Buffalo, the Kentucky 
State convention has jumped on him 
like a pile-driver, or chewed him up 
like the rag-hopper in a paper mill. It 
is reported that hisses arose whenever 
his name, or that of Carlisle, was men- 
Honed; and this is the man who was 
elected in 1892 by a bigger popular 
majority than was accorded to Gen- 
eral Grant in the very zenith of his 
fame. How have the mighty fallen!“ 

This is merely the reaction that is 
the outgrowth of returning reason. 
Could Mr. Cleveland have been re- 
turned by as small a majority in 1892 
as he had eight years previously, he 
might have been kept within bounds: 
But the overwhelmingly large vote so 
exalted him that he imagined himself 
greater than the party which, in order 
to keep him from starving to death, 
Had elected him a public hangman.

A CHANCE FOR TWO HARBORS. 


Mr. Huntington has several times 
been quoted as saying that if Congress 
should refuse to build a breakwater 
for him at Santa Monica, he would do 
the work himself with his own money, 
or that of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany. In a letter from Washington, 
dated May 27, addressed to a citizen 
of Los Angeles, Mr. Huntington makes 
this statement very plainly in the fol- 
lowing language: 

“I am so well satisfied that Santa 
Monica is the place, that even if 
through any possible freak of under- 
standing San Pedro should be selected 
we should go right on and make what 
improvement is necessary at Port Los 
Angeles to make that the commercial 
port of Los Angeles; as it is, as I have 
said, the best place.“ 

This is encouraging news. As The 
Times has, on several occasions, re- 
marked, there is no objection whatever 
among our citizens to the building of 
a breakwater at Santa Monica for the 
Southern Pacific Company, provided 
Mr. Huntington “pays the freight.” In 
fact, our citizens would view with 
satisfaction the erection of break- 
waters at Redondo, and Ballona and 
Long Beach and other points along the 
coast of this county, provided they are 
paid for by corporations and indi- 
viduals; not by the government. 

Should the government deep-water 
harbor be located at San Pedro, as it 
will be in all probability, and should 
Mr. Huntington carry out his resolu- 
tion to construct a private breakwater 
‘for his company at Santa Monica, he 
will certainly receive every support 
and encouragement from the people of 
Los Angeles. We shall all be glad to 
show our appreciation of such legiti- 
mate enterprise and to give due credit 
to those who undertake the big job— 
at their own expense. 

Apropos of this question we must 
again express surprise that the Even- 
ing Express, which has been continu- 


ally howling for “two harbors,” can- 


not see what a big mistake it makes 
in failing to come out for San Pedro, 
because, should the government locate 
the harbor there, we have it over Uncle 
Collis’s own signature that he will 
build another one at Santa Monica, so 
that the location of the government 
harbor at San Pedro means two har- 
bors “for sure.” : 

Can it be that the Evening Express 
is not sincere when it howls for two 
harbors, and that it is really trying to 
retard the growth of this section on 
behalf of San Francisco? 


CLEVELAND AND CUBA. 


Ex-President Harrison, in an inter- 
view recently, expressed the belief 
that President Cleveland contemplates 
a startling move in the Cuban affair, 
and that he is delaying action in the 
premises with a view of influencing the 
Chicago convention by a coup d’etat to 
be sprung just before the meeting of 
that convention. Commenting on this 
view, the New York Mail and Express 
of recent date said: , 

“Gen. Harrison’s belief that Mr. 
Cleveland is delaying action on the 
Cuban affair for the purpose of playing 
it as a trump card for effect on the 
Democratic National Convention is 
amply warranted by the President's 
manner in dealing with important 
questions. He is distinctly theatrical 
in method. He delights in sensations 
and fairly revels in surprises. It is 
therefore by no means unlikely that 
he has in rehearsal some lightning- 
change trick with reference to the 
Cuban situation which he intends to 
perform at a time when he believes it 
will divert public attention from the 
glaring failures of his administration 
and re-establish him upon his ancient 
pedestal of a Democratic idol. The 
impropriety of dragging into partisan 
warfare a question which should be 
dealt with solely on the high ground 
of duty and patriotism will not worry 
Mr. Cleveland in the least. Dignity 
and propriety have never been recog- 
nized as factors in his politics,”

do so if he so desires. He may decline 
the nomination for Vice-President on 
this or any reasonable ground; but 
the plea that it would be a “loss of 
dignity” for him to accept the nomi- 
nation is too absurd to be entertained 
for a moment. If Mr. Reed holds any 
such opinion as this, it is time for him 
to retire from public life. A “dignity’’ 
which would be lowered by a Vice- 
Presidential nomination is altogether 
too ponderous and awful a thing to 
be carried about in any public capacity. 

A man who has occupied the office of 
President might, with reason, feel that 
he could not, in justice to himself, ac- 
cept a nomination for Vice-President. 


he might reasonably feel that the ac- 
ceptance of a lower office would, in a 
certain sense, be a loss of dignity. 
But, ex-Presidents aside, no American 
citizen could lose dignity by accept- 
ing a nomination to the Vice-Presi- 
dency. The nomination is an honor 
to any man who receives it- 

Mr. Reed:is no exception. If he feels 
that he would be demeaned by the 
nomination, he thereby evinces an ex- 
aggerated notion of his own personal 
importance, such as would utterly un- 
fit him for that office, or for any office 
of high trust and responsibility. A 
man who regards himself as too dig- 
nified to accept any office lower than 
that of President, is altogether too dig- 
nified for President.

DRESS GOODS ON FIRE. 


COSTLY BLAZE IN J. r. SHEWARD’S 
DRY GOODS STORE. 


An Overturned Lamp Ignites Thot- 
sands of Dollars’ Worth of 
Stock—Herote Work of a Night 
Watchman Prevents a Big Con- 
flagration.

* 


Over $5000 worth of dress goods was 
destroyed by fire in less than twenty 
minutes last night in J. T. Sheward’s 
dry goods store at Nos. 113 and 115 
North Spring street. Heavy as is the 
loss, had it not been for the heroic 
work of the night watchman, George. 
Gee, it would have amounted to prob- 
ably ten times as much. 

Gee was at his usual evening work, 
‘(| that of cleaning the store. At a little 
after 8 o’clock he was at work in the 
center of the store on the south side. 
To furnish light he was using a kero- 
sene lamp, with a wire frame around it. 
Gee had set the lamp down on the floor 
about a foot away from one of the lit- 
tle stools on elthér side of the aisle, and 
was sweeping. He had swept past the 
lamp, when in sWinging his broom 
back he struck the wire frame ond 
knocked th® lamp agaifist the stool. 

The counter was stacked with bolts 
of woolens, cloakings, broadcloths, 
summer dress goods and a few cotton 
goods. On the shelves behind the goun- 
ter were similar goods. To keep the 
dust from settling on the cloth, @ big 
curtain of cotton material was 
stretched across the front of the 
shelves and the goods on the counter 
were protected by a cover of the same 
material. 

When the lamp struck the iron foun- 
dation of the stool it broke into a 
dozen pieces and a great blaze shot up 
and ignited the inflammable cover. 

ee grasped a section of the cover 
| and attempted to smother the flames, 

Hut the move only added fuel to the 
fre and burned the flesh on Gee's 
hands. The flames spread instantly to 
the cover over the shelves, and in less 
than no time twenty-five feet of the 
Shelving was ablaze. 

Gee ran for the hand grenades which 
are placed on the walls, and, gather- 
ing up an armful, he rushed back (o 
the fire and hurled them with great 
force into the flames. The grenades 
did not break, and Gee ran to the front 
door, and, opening it, cried Fire!“ at 
the top of his voice. Then he coupled 
on the hose and soon had a stream of 
water plav'ng on the bl tee. 

Officer Mercer heard the cry of fre“ 
and turned in an alarm from the box 
at New corner of Spring and Franklin 


reets. 

Ralph J. Dominguez and a clerk in 
the store next to Sheward’s, named 
Vawter, also heard the alarm and went 
to Gee's assistance. When the fire de- 
partment arrived there was no need of 
its services. 

Mr. Sheward was at the store a few 
minutes after the alarm was turned 
in and viewed the work of the flames 
with dismay.

While for the past week or ten days 
the doings ot the Democracy in holding 
primary elections for the election ot 
delegates to next week's county conven- 
tion have rather monopolized the at- 
tention of those who take an interest in 
local politics, the fact has not been at all 
lost sight of by a host of candidates and 
others that there will be a big grist of 
officers elected to positions in the City 
Hall and perhaps the County Court- 
house next fall.

DIED IN EXILE. 


THE STORY OF A RUSSIAN NOBLE- 
MAN’S LIFR. 


Maurice de Lopateki Dies in the Re- 
ecé¢iving Hospital—A Wanderer on 
the Face of the EKarth—His Do- 
mestic Troubles. 


Writhing in agony, with the death sweat on 
his brow, a scion of the Russiam nobility lay 
dying on a cot in the Receiving Hosptal yes- 
terday. Horrible convulsions seized upon 
him at frequent intervals, and his labored 
breathing indicated that he had but a few 
hours to live. 

On each side of the cot sat a trusty, holding 
the hamds of the dying man, and a physician 
bent over him and wiped the perspiration from 
his face. 

The man was Maurice de Lopateki, son of a 
Russian Count, who had died in the quick- 
silver mines of Sfheria, an exile from the 
domains. 

Lopateki’s story reads like a romance. Jilted 
by the woman he loved and financially ruined, 
he attempted to end his life three months ago. 


Tite e owing to his strong constitution 
was a ure and he was almost reconciled 
to his fate, with the pects of coming into 


a fortune. when stricken with the disease 
which ended his life. His true story will 
probably never be known, but fragments of it, 
told by him to his friends, prove conclusively 
that he was an unfortunate victim of circum- 


ces.

Seeds for Distribution. 


The Times has received from the Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station of the University 
of Califorina a limited quantity of seeds of 
a new variety of beet-sugar, of field peas 
(four varieties) and of cotton (seven varieties) 
for distribution to subscribers who would like 
— and will report upon the 
results. 

The ment station furnishes the fol- 
lowing information regarding these seeds and 
the method of culture, etc.: 

SUGAR BEETS. The seed was by 
F. Demesmay, Normandy, France, 
and was forwarded to the university for test- 
the best of 


the university will report upon sam sent 
from each lot of beets grown from this seed. 

If any farmer will sow the seed in rows of 
twenty inches apart, dividing his seed so as 
to @ a square block, or nearly so, and 
will thin to from t to twelve inches, he 
ought to get good quality beets. If the soil is 
strong, or quite moist, the beets should stand 
closer, as close as eight inches or even in 
some cases six inches. The beets must not 
be large. They must be small and regular 
in shape. They must not be irrigated. Good 
friable soils that will raise corn, alfalfa and 
even grain, with a moisture equal to twelve 
inches of rainfall, should raise the best of 
sugar-beets. 


When samples are to be taken for testing, 
they should be from the middle of such a 
culture plat, as the quality will be more 
uniform than from the beets grown around

Crops and Markets. 

The orange-shipping season is now 
practically wound up. exchanges 
are figuring on the result of last year’s 
shipment and estimating the prospects 
for the coming season. Up to date 
about sixty-two hundred carloads of or- 
anges and lemons have been shipped 
during the past season. These cars will 
average more than the ordinary number 
of boxes, running about three hundred 
and twenty per car. It is not easy to 
make an accurate estimate of the value 
of this fruit, but it is probably very 
close to $2,500,000, that is to say, the 
value to the growers. This is a big fall- 
ing off from the estimates made early 
in the season, which went as high as 
10,000 carloads. 


The outlook for a big crop the coming 
season is very favorable, experts esti- 
mating that if no unforeseen calamity 
should occur Southern California ought 
to ship at least 10,000 carloads of or- 
anges, and possibly even 12,000 carleads. 
The trees have seldom been so heavily 
loaded at this time of the year, and the 
area of groves that come into bearing 
this year is very large. It will be quite 
a serious problem to handle this im- 
mense crop. 

The lemon shipments for the season 
ending November next are expected to 
amount to not less than 400 carloads. 
This industry is likely to assume much 
importance from now on and within a 
- few years shipments of lemons will be 
reckoned by the thousands of carloads. 
The closing of the orange season in the 
interior was about a month earlier than 
last year, which is due to the earlier 
ripening of the fruit. 

A correspondent of The Times at 
Houston, Tex., sends a copy of the Post 
of that city containing the following 
item in regard to California fruit, which 
the correspondent thinks must be ex- 
aggerated: 

“In some sections of California the 
fruit prospects are very poor. B. F. 
Allen writes from Chico: ‘Peaches are 
an etire failure—there will not be 
enough for our home market. Of apri- 

es there is nothing. There will not be 

ton to the hundred acres. There are 
no cherries at all, and plums of all va- 
rieties will give only a half crop. There 
will probably be two-thirds of a crop of 
prunes, while Bartlett pears promise a 
fair yield now, but they are dropping. 
Almonds will be a failure. These re- 
marks apply to a section, say fifteen 
miles each way from Chico. In the 
Vina country, where there is a large 
quantity of peaches grown, last year 
they shipped 115 cars of dried fruit; this 
year they will probably not ship more 
than ten cars. Bigg and Gridley, an- 
other large fruit section, reports a very 
r prospect. The fruit outlook can 
summed up about this way: Peaches, 
mone; apricots, none; almonds, none; 
cherries, none; plums, half crop; prunes, 
two-thirds crop; Bartlett pears, now full 
attention of tho ~

the present time.“ 

It is no doubt a fact tht the deciduous 
fruit crop of California, especially that 
in some sections of the northern part 
of the State, is very light this year, ow- 
ing to unfavorable weather conditions. 
The estimates made by Mr. Allen of 
Chico only refer to the immediate 
neighborhood of that place, which must 
have been exceptionally unfortunate if 
the account is not exaggerated. 

Here, in Southern California, the dam- 
age to deciduous fruits is variously es- 
timated at from 25 to 50 per cent, ac- 
cording to localities, while in some of 
the lower sections of the country the 
estimates of loss ran as high as 75 per 
cent.

ing to say in regard to the trade among 
the fruit packers: 

“The buying of peaches in this mar- 
ket during the past week was of a very 
satisfactory 2 and the packers 
are becoming more peful of the out- 
look. The continued unfavorable re- 
ports concerning the fruit crops’ in 
California have undoubtedly stimu- 
lated peach buyers in nearly all sec- 
tions of the country, and besides the 
prevailing low prices here are attrac- 
tive enough to tempt speculation, espe- 
clally in pie peaches and seconds 
peaches, aside from any damage done 
to the California crop. There has been 
some reaction from the lowest prices 
touched, and everyone here antici- 
pates a further improvement. There 
was more activity in the tomato mar- 
ket during the past week than there 
was at any time since January1. Some 
country packers, apparently obliged to 
realize on their goods quickly, offered 
their three-pound standard tomatoes at 
52% cents, net cash, f.o.b.. This price 
was met with some large buying or- 
ders, which came from all sections. The 
balance of the list continued quiet and 
unchanged.”’ 

The local produce market has ruled 
fairly steady during the week. Holders 
of hay have shown an inclination to 
be firm in their demands, owing to the 
shortness of the crop in most sections. 
It should be remembered, however, that 
thousands of acres of what was in- 
tended for grain has been cut for hay, 
so that while the crop is short in most 
places, the aggregate amount on hand 
will not fall so very far below the av- 
erage. 


Fighting Frost. 

With the vast increase in the unmber 
of orchards in Southern California, and 
the extension of planting into sections 
which are occasionally visited by se- 
vere spells of weather in winter, the 
question of preserving trees from the 
effects of frost becomes one of con- 
stantly increasing imprtance. The se- 
‘vere freezes of the past spring have led 
many horticulturists and scientific men 
throughout the fruit-raising section of 
the State to devote considerable time 
to studying the best methods of the 
State of providing against the ef- 
fects of an extra cold spell. 
Some have urged the creation of 
“smudges” by making fires among the 
trees, and this practice has been exten- 
sively followed in the Riverside orange 
section, with more or less success. A 
number of horticulturists living in the 
neighborhood of Visalia, in Tulare 
county, who tried smoking their or- 
chards during the recent frosty weather 
with very little success, have hit upon 
a plan which they believe to be far 


more effective than smoking the air. 


According to a statement published 
in the San Francisco Call, these men 
made an experiment in the use of wa- 
ter, and during the cold snap in ihe mid- 
dle of April large quantites of water 
were turned from the canal upon 
the lands of several of the largest 
groves in that section, the ground all 
saturated with water on a dozen farms, 
while the other orchardists surrounding 
used smoke. According to the Call the 
results of these two experiments may 
be seen at the State Board of Trade 
rooms in San Francisco. Side by side 
are quantities of samples of deciduous 
fruits. Those upon which smoke was 
used show plainly that the object was 
not attained, while the fruits on the 
irrigated lands are as fresh and bright 
as though there had been no killing 
frosts where they came from. The irri- 
gators are satisfied that they can suc- 
cessfully fight frosts with water. 

The intelligent fruit-grower of Call- 
fornia will doubtless continue to experi- 
ment with various methods to combat 
frost until they shall have hit upon 
some plan that will reduce the risk from 
this cause to a minimum. After all, 
however, the best thing is to plant as 
little delicate fruit as possible in sec- 
tions that are known to be subject to 
the visitation of-a very cold spell. 


A great deal of butter that comes to 
market is over-salted. If it was worked 
more thoroughly to remove the white 
flakes of casein much less salt would 
be needed. The public taste demands 
butter with much less salt in it than 
was formely required. If butter comes 
to the market over-salted the fact is 
presumptive evidence that something 
has been neglected in making the but- 
ter the best quality, and that the ex- 
cess of salt is used to hide the defect. 


How to Care for Fowls. 


Here is the stumbling block over 
which nine-tenths of the amateurs fall, 
writes O. E. Skinner in the San Fran- 
cisco Call. They start with the full 
determination.that everything will be 
kept in order, at least as far as Sani- 
tary condition is concerned. But by and 
by they neglect cleaning the houses and 
then looking after the lice, next the 
grit to aid indigestion, and so on along 
dow the line. Theif fowls die, and 
then they exclaim, ‘Plague the poultry 
and the poultry business, there is no 
money in it anyway. 

Any business goes by default if not 
properly managed. I say that poultry 
pays much better even than ever be- 
fore—better than any other business 
in comparison with years in the t. 
I will prove it right here. For illus- 
tration: Fourteen years ago in this 
market wheat was $1.40 per bushel, and 
poultry 3 to 4 cents. Last fall wheat 
was 35 to 50 cents, 8 6 cents. Then 
you got about eight pounds of granu- 
lated sugar for $1, now seventeen. All 
other products of the farm and market 
have fallen 100 per cent., or nearly so, 
and eggs probably 25 per cent. on the 
basis of a year’s production. 

Here we have 800 fowls, young and 
old. I rarely have a sick hen. Our 
feed is: First course, early in the 
morning, a few baskets of Kaffir corn 
thrown in straw to get them to exer- 
cise themselves. while I am heating wa- 
ter to get their warm morning meal 
ready. Second course. is a hot mash, 
consisting: of half or more bran for old 
fowls, mixed with ground corn, wheat 
and oats. The ground n I have half 
and the other half wheat and 
oats. I feed oy et in various forms 
in this mash, ut three times a week 
in fall and winter, and once or twice 


up with this mash, it obscures it so 
the greedy fowls do not get more than 
their share and thus be overfed. 
remember the first winter I fet meat, 
I fed it by itself, and the result was 
that I lost several fowls by overeat- 
ing it in their greed to get it. Havin 
windpower, I make all my own feed. 
and run the bone mill with it. 

The third course of feed is fed at 
night, and consists of half-and-half 
whole wheat and cracked corn. I am 
one that does not believe in stuffling 
the birds at night. By not feeding the 
main morning meal so early they get 
lots of exercise. You will see them 
hunting busily for every stray grain 
or little bits of cracked corn they over- 
looked the night before, and since us- 
ing cracked corn and feeding lighter 
at night I have fewer cases of crop- 
bound or indigestion. 


It is a common practice to throw the 
offal left from butchering of domestic, 
animals to the hog.. It will be greedily 
eaten, for the hog is naturally carniv- 
orous; but where much such feed is 
given it makes the animal feverish, 
and its flesh is not so good for food as 
that of pork made by feeding grain. 
Besides, if there are any lesions of di- 
ease on the offal, the disease may thus 
be introduced into the swine. There is 
lees objection to feeding such meat to 
hens, which, must have some animal 
food, and which will not impair the 
quality of their eggs by what they 
eat. 
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A disease known as the swine plague 
has been very prevalent in Arizona of 
late, and a large nulber of swine have 
died therefrom. The following extract 
from a bulletin recently issued on this 
subject by Director Devol of the Ari- 
zona Experiment Station, Tucson, may 
be of interest to farmers in this section. 
Mr. Devol describes the disease as fol- 
lows: 

“Swine plague is a contagious and in- 
fectious disease of the hog, caused by 
minute bacterial forms frequently 
found present in the air passages of 
swine, and sometimes of other domes- 
tic animals. They are, however, ex- 
cept under certain conditions of en- 
vironment, in a state apparently harm- 
less to the animals. But when the 
proper external and internal conditions 
combine the bacteria multiply rapidly 
and produce a virulent form of disease, 
which is contagious, and terminates fa- 
tally in a majority of cases. The swine 
plague germ is a small. oval, non-motile 
bacterium, easily distinguished under 
the microscope from the hog-cholera 
bacterium, the latter being larger, rod- 
like, and possessing flagella.” 

In regard to the best method of treat- 
ment he says: 

“When, in any locality, an outbreak 
occurs of swine plague or any disease 
which may be suspected of being swine 
plagué, or a contagious disease of any 
kind, every precaution should ‘be taken 
to prevent its spread. No one should 
be permitted to pass from a farm hav- 
ing the disease upon it to one where 
there are swine and no disease among 
them, without first disinfecting. Dogs 
should not be permitted to run at 
large. Every pig or hog, young or old. 
should be killed as soon as it shows 
symptoms of having the disease, and 
the carcass should be. burned,.or at 
least deeply buried. All well animals 
should be removed at once from the 
pasture within which diseased animals 
are found, and kept from mingling 
with them. Provision should be made, 
when possible, for removing the well 
hogs. to another fresh pasture, if any 
sick ones should be found among them, 
and the moving process repeated if 


necessary. 

“The regimen should receive atten- 
tion. Wholesome food and good water 
should be provided for the well and 
sick hogs. A few drops—about eight to 
twelve drops per animal—of carbolic 
acid in the water each day is found 
beneficial as a preventive, and also in 
treating sick animals. The following 
mixture, recommended by Dr. Salmon 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry. has 
been found beneficial in many cases, 
but no ‘sure cure’ is known: One part 
wood charcoal, 1 part sulphur, 2 parts 
sodium chloride (common salt,) 2 parts 
sodium bicarbonate, 2 parts sodium 
hyposulphite, 1 part sodium sulphate, 1 
part antimony sulphide. 

“These ingredients should be pulver- 
ized and then thoroughly mixed. The 
dose is one tablespoonful for each 200 
pounds weight of hog, once a day. 
Those weighing less should receive 
smaller doses in the same ratio as the 
reduction in weight. It is best fed by 
mixing with bran, middlings or some 
other soft feed. After having been in- 
duced to eat it once hogs will usually 
return to it with a relish. It must not 
be understood that this is a specific 
for swine plague. though there are 
many cases on record where its use has 
apparently cured the disease has 

of greater value, perhaps, as a 
preventive, and when so used the dose 
may be somewhat reduced in quantity. 

“During the time the disease is found 
upon the place ail sleeping quarters, 
breeding-places, feed lots and other 
places where .the swine congregate 
should be thoroughly disinfected every 
few days. This is best done by sprink- 
ling well with air-slacked lime; or a 5 
per cent. solution of crude carbolic 
acid, or with some other germicide, No 
stagnant water should be permitted in 
the pasture or feeding lot, and the dis- 
infectant of lime or -carbolic acid 
should be used lIlberally about the 
water hole or water trough. All utter 
and bedding should be frequently re- 
moved and burned. In irriga 
waste water should not de per- 
mitted to pass from the pastures of in- 
fected swine to carry the disease to 
other herds, and after the disease sub- 
sides the pastures should de thor- 
oughly dried to kill. stray -germs that 
may be lurking among the vegetation. 

“The swine plague bacterium is a 
comparatively delicate organism, and 
may be destroyed by ‘a ‘proper: observ- 
ance of the above-mentioned regula- 
tions. There are circumstances under 
which it would be impossible to ob- 
serve the requirement to dry out’ the 
pasture and pens. If in these cases 
they could be thoroughly flooded the 


germs could be ‘killed; as 
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Let any poultryman de particular 
that every egg he takes to market is 
Perfectly fresh and that his fowls are 
properly fattened and it will not be 
long before he can sell all he can pro- 
duce at an advance on the going price. 
The poultry business is not one for a 
lazy man to undertake, for it is a busi- 
ness of infinite detail and carefulness. 


What a California Bull Did in Wash- 
ington. 

W. A. Potter of South Bend, Wash., 

writes to the Holstein-Friesan Register 


ixing the meat ground 


, an interesting account of his success 
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with a bull which he bought in Call- 
fornia. The story may be of advantage 
to some who would not have to go 80 
far for good stock. Mr. Potter writes: 

“Years ago I came into the possession 
of a choice lot of dairy land, on the 
Washington coast, and all communica- 
tion with the outside world was by 
sailing vessels and steam tugs. The 
native cattle that had strayed into this 
section had deteriorated so that it re- 
quired two cows to raise a calf- Real- 
izing. that such stock would make one 
poorer the more he had of them, I be- 
gan to look over the merits and demer- 
its of the different breeds of cattle that 
were then promment. The Holsteins 
were just then commencing to come 
forward with their good results, which 
decided me that they were the breed 
to build up my stock with; and as a 
good bull was half the herd I selected 
one out of the herd of the late Gov. 
Stanford, called “San Diego,” a well- 
bred Holstein for those days. 

The trip from California to this place 
demonstrated are travelers, 
as on the trip from Astoria to here he 
was lashed to the mast of a tug, with 
the waves constantly washing over 
him. On his arrival the news spread 
quickly, and I had visitors from twenty 
to forty miles away come to see the 
Holstein bull. Their opinions were 
quickly changed when they saw what 
fine calves he produced, and how well 
they grew, and the color was always 
black and white when my half-breeds 
became yearlings. The demand for my 
half-breed bulls was quite pleasing. I 
raised all my heifer calves, and the per 
cent. of improvement was something 
quite remarkable. Those that did not 
come up to my standard I sold to the 
butcher. I have grades that in form 
compare favorably with the noted cows 
you illustrate in your Register. I have 
half-breeds that are giving thirty-four 
pounds of milk per day, and have done 
so since last October. I have seven- 


eighths grades that are giving forty- 
four pounds per day, which I consider 
b+ 4 good for the stock I had to start 


There is much nutriment in sorghum 
seed, and in China and India, where it 
originated, it is largely used as human 
food, especially by the poorer classes. 
Wheat and rice in those countries are 
considered delicacies to be used only 
by the wealthy. Some people in this 
country have ground sorghum and 
used it for making griddle cakes. It 
is coarse after most of the hull has 
been separated from it, but some peo- 
ple prefer the sorghum flour for grid- 
dle cakes even to buckwheat. 


Sorghum and Cattie. 

In the report of the agricultural con- 
vention held at Phoenix last fall, just 
issued in bulletin 18 of the Experi- 
mental Station, Tucson, Prof. Gulley 
says: “In cropping we should not fol- 
low sorghum with grain. Alfalfa takes 
more from the ground than sorghum, 
but leaves the ground in better condi- 
tion. Sorghum absorbs all the food ma- 
terial immediately available. The ro- 
tation might be alfalfa, grain, sorghum, 
then alfalfa. There are a number of 
different varieties of sorghum, both 
sweet and non-saccharine. The sweet 
variety seema tg be preferred by stock. 
The seed has practically the same com- 
position as wheat, and one can grow 
about as much seed per acre as he can 
corn. It may be grown broadcast or in 
drills. Sometimes the stocks are too 
large when grown up in drilis, but even 
when the stem becomes dry cattle are 
fond of it and will chew it all up, prob- 
ably for the sugar it contains, rejecting 
the leaves until after they have chewed 
the stock. 

“Harvesting machinery is made which 
will reduce the cost of harvesting to a 
minimum, and when shocked it will 
not sour, as corn does. If it costs too 
much to harvest, cattle may be turned 
in the standing sorghum for a time 
each day.“ 

TIME-CHECK CASE. 
Alleged Forgers on Trial Before 
Justice Owens. 

The alleged time-check forgers, A. M. 
Carpenter, Frank Hamm, E. P. Car- 
nicle and George Mitchell, were placed 
on trial before Justice Owens in the 
Police Court yesterday afternoon. —

peared for Carnicle, and Mitchell was 
not represented. 

The case was to have gone to trial 
yesterday morning, but Attorney Rush 
made a motion in behalf of the de- 
fendants to dismiss the case on the 
grounds that the instrument was not 
described in the section under which the 
complaints were drawn, and the of- 
fense committed, if any, sheuld have 
been designated as obtaining money un- 
der false pretenses. * 

Justice Owens took the matter under

The Countess Wachtmeister Held a 
Pleasant Reception. 

Countess Wachtmeister gave an in- 
formal parlor talk yesterday afternoo., 
at the Friday Morning Club rooms, an- 
swering questions and discou:sing in 
formally upon the 4ifferent- points 
brought up by the inquirers-in the au 
dience.

TRAINING FOR A RACE. 


Long Flight of a Fleck of Carrier 
Pigeons. 

Lovers of pigeons are watching with 
much interest the preparations which 
are going on for a pigeon race from 
San Francisco to Los Angeles, which 
haze been in progress for some weeks. 
Messrs. Crawford and Zahn are train- 
ing birds for the event. Their pigeons 


will be liberated in San Francisco and 


fly to Los Angeles, while those trained 
by the San Francisco fanciers will be 
liberated at the same moment in Los 
Angeles, to make their way northward. 

In training these pigeons, the Los An- 
geles fanciers first sent them to a sta- 
tion not far from Los Angeles. and had 
them liberated there. The second time, 
the station was further north, and so, 
by increasing the distance each time, 
the birds are gradually taught the 
course. 

Yesterday Messrs. Crawford & Zahn's 
pigeons were liberated at Traver, 252 
miles from Los Angeles by rail, and 
a little more than half way to San 
Francisco by air-line distance. W. H. 
Brown set the birds free. As the mail 
fronf Traver will not arrive until to- 
day, the exact time of liberation is not 
yet known, but it was probably about 
10 a.m. The first pigeon reached Los 
Angeles at 5:14 p.m., covering the dis- 
tance in about seven hours. Although 
the speed made is nothing unusual. it 
is five hours quicker than the time 
made by the Southern Pacific train. 
The next training station will prob- 


ably be Merced, eighty miles further 
north.
